WHOLE COAST OF CHILE IS IN RUINS 
3 FOOTPADS ATTEMPT MURDER 


IN THE HARRISON STREET PARK 


Bold Highwaymen 
Nearly Kill George 


M. Grove, 


With his lower jaw broken squarely 


in two pieces at the median line and 
hn face cut, puffed and bruised out of 
all semblance to human feature, George 
M Grove, 42 years of age, formerly a 
gunner in Battery A m the Spanish 
American war and who resides at 1647 
Virginia street, Berkeley, was taken to 
the Receiving Hospital last night at 10 
o clock, the victim of three footpads 


His injuries were attended to at the 


hospital by Dr W H Irwm and Stew- 
ard Borchcrt and he was held there by 
the police that his case might be fully 
investigated. He waa unable to give a 
description of his nssaffants, who, he 
says attempted to murder his as well 
as rob him. 


Grove, at the time of the assault

taken to the hospital a large knife with 
an open blade was found in his right 
band coat pocket 
Between the un- 


opened bladis of the knife was a ten- 
cent piece and Grove denied ownership 
of the weapon 
It Is presumed that 


when the Injured man was struggling 
with the thieves one of them attempted 
to stab him but that Grove by grab- 
bing him around the waist had stopped 
the force of 
the blow and the knife 


slipped from the w ould-be murderer s 
hand and dropped In the pocket

BUENOS AYRES, Aug. 18., 4:20 


P. M.—Advices received here from 
the scene of the earthquake in Chile 
indicate an enormous death rate, 
both in Valparaiso and Santiago. 
The latest reports which have been 
received partly by the overland 
route, show that the dead in Santi- 
ago are 5000, and that the dead in 
Valparaiso are about 8000 
The 


greatest part of the business sec- 
tions of both cities and their suburbs 
are in an absolute state of ruin and 
urgent appeals for aid have been 
received here during the last forty- 
eight hours. While it is true that 
the earthquake has been experienced 
in Western Chile, the severity of the 
seismic disorders has been such as 
to ruin every building along the 
coast that was constructed with an 
idea of permanancy in view. 
An 


apppeal for aid which was circulated 
here today has resulted in prompt 
responses and a large sum of coin 
has been collected for the sufferers.

UVERMORE, Aug. 18.—Nine horiei 


were burned to death and In all nearly 
J4000 worth of property destroyed In a 
fire a few days ago, irtilch consumed 
Ryan Bros.'

stable at 
Tesla. 


Twenty-two horses were rescued from 
the turning building, however, by some 
Japanese laborers, the employes being all 
away for supper. The cause of the fire Is 
though to have been crossed or defective 
electric wires lln the hay loft, as the fire 
broke out there Just a few minutes after 
the current was turned on at 5:46 p. -14. 
There was' not sufficient water supply 
available, so nothing could be done to 
save the property, and In less than half 
an hour It was burned to the ground. 


The San Francisco and San Joaquln 


Coal Company were the heaviest losers, 
although all the saved horses happened 
to be theirs, but they owned the building, 
Elxty tons of hay, five head of the horses 
and a number of vehicles which were de- 
stroyed. 
Their total loss will amount 


to over $3000. Ryan Bros, estimate their 
loss at $600 to 1700, Including four hone*, 
several buggies and carts, many sets of 
harness, a quantity of hay, eto. There 
was no Insurance on any of the 
stroyed property.

In a communication in last evening's TRIBUNE a correspond- 


ent calls attention to the deplorable consequences that will ensue 
from closing the sewer outlets to the bay, as is now being done on 
the water front. A bond issue is now before the people to provide 
sewer outlets to deep water. The owners of the tide lands now being 
filled in cannot be compelled to construct sewers at their own expense 
across their property to deep water. By virtue of a grant from the 
Federal Government, the State has sold the lands lying between high 
and low tide, and thus made them private property. It'follows that 
the city has been dumping its sewage on private property along 
shore. Now that the owners of that property are preparing to im- 
prove it, the city is compelled to extend the sewers out to deep water. 


WHERE THE INCREASE GOES TO. 


Editor TRIBUNE:—In regard to inclosed editorial of August 


15th, I wish to say, whoever your informant is, he is greatly mis- 
taken. Prior to the increase of bakers' wages you culd buy 20 
loaves of bread (each weighing 14 ounces) for one dollar. Now you 
get 20 loaves of bread, each weighing 13 ounces, for one dollar, or 
260 ounces of bread in place of 280 ounces—an increase of cost to 
consumers of 7 1-8 per cent. The increase of bakers' wages from 
$18 to $21 represents an increase of 162-3 per cent. The increase 
in the cost of bread is^comparatively small, as compared to the in- 
creased cost, of manufacturing. You take a bakery employing 20 
men, while the increase of wages to each (of $3) may seem a paltry 
sum, yet it represents to the boss baker $60 per week, or in the 
course of one j'ear, the nice sum of $3120. If you take that out of 
the net profits from each boss baker, the wonder is that there are 
any ounces left. 
While the individual increase may seem a mere 


bagatelle, yet collectively it will make to a stupendous amount, and 
the dear "Pro Bono Publico" have, of course, to pay its pro rata 
to make it up to the boss baker.

DIG UP THE DEAD. 


There seems to be a ceaseless 


attempt to dig up San Francis- 
co's Intra-mural cemetieries. We 
do not see why. The people in- 
side of them behave better and do 
less harm than those outside. 
There are many cities much older 
than San Francisco where the aa- 
cient cemeteries are allowed to 
remain, arid they are harmless, so 
far as we are aware. 
It is, of 


course, not advisable to sink sur- 
face wells for drinking water in 
the midst of ancient city ceme- 
teries, but if people want to sink 
such wells they will have them, 
whether in city or country. Once, 
in San Mateo county, we saw a 
country 
mother at a^ funeral 


pumping water for her child to 
drink out of an ordinary surface 
well sunk in the midst of the 
tombs. In San Francisco our wa- 
ter comes either from distant 
foothill reservoirs or from arte- 
sian wells. Thesefore, we see no 
objection to retaining the ceme- 
teries as they are. 
Ordinances 


forbidding the burial of further 
bodies in them are doubtless de- 
sirabie, as crowding is bad among 
human beings, whether alive or 
dead. 
i 


The latest attempt to dig uj> 


the cemeteries broke out in the 
Board of Supervisors. A Super- 
visor offered a resolution that con- 
demnation proceedings be insti- 
tuted to open streets through 
Laurel Hill, Odd Fellows, Ma- 
sonic and Calvary . cemeteries. 
One Supervisor suggested that 
the city has a twenty-five acre plot 
of land opposite Cypress Lawn, 
intended for the bodies of pau- 
pers, in which the bodies of those 
removed 
from 
the cemeteries 


could be buried. Removing the 
bodies from the city cemeteries 
would cause a great deal of land 
to become available as homes for 
people who an \ing forced to 
go to Oakland.*^,' Xen if there 
were ninety-nine other reasons for 
removing the cemeteries, we fail 
to see the merit of the last one. 
If there is anything of which 
thereJis a superabundance in San. 


Francisco at present, it is vacant 
land. Then, why this feverish de- 
mand for more land ? "The ceme- 
teries are supposed to cover some 
fortjr-«ght blocks," say the Su- 
pervisors. But there were nearly 
five hundred blocks burned. Let 
tu build on these before building 
on the cemeteries. There is so 
much vacant land in San Fran- 
cisco that if the Board of Super- 
visors were to announce that it 
wanted to buy forty-fright blocks 
—the area it is now seeking to ;' 
to the building space—its offices 
•vfould be so beset by people who 
wanted to sell that there would 
hare to be a riot call and a large 
squad of police sent to protect 
the Supervisors from the mob of 
maddened seders.—Argonaut 


SENSATIONAL 
NEWPORT GOSSIP. 


"The latest sensation in New 


York's smart set," writes a cor- 
respondent, ,$8 the marriage of 
Mrs. Billy Travers and Freddy 
Havetaeyer. Mrs. Travers had 
been spending several week-ends 
at Newport and was constantly 
attended by Havemeyer, but ow- 
ing to die disparity in their ages, 
their friends did not think any- 
thing serious was contemplated. 
Havemeyer was graduated from 
Yale six years ago. Mrs. Travers 
was married to her first husband 
seventeen years ago. The domes- 
tic troubles of the Traverses kept 
the gossips busy for several years. 
The Havemeyers, the family of 
the sugar king, are noted for their 
domestic unhappiness. The gos- 
sips of Newport have not yet re- 
covered from the shock caused by 
the marriage of Francis Roche 
and Coachman Batonyi. 'A dis- 
gusting marriage, one of the soci- 
ety papers called it, and another 
referred to the coachman as the 
'unmentionable Batonyi.' In one 
paper a Newport society dame

TO GOUGE 
THE KEARNEY ESTATE. 


When it was reported that cer- 


tain relatives of Russell Sage 
were threatening to contest the 
wiH of the dead millionaire, we 
were told that "no more striking 
instance had been given of the 
completely sordid selfishness of 
our modern commercial point of 
view and the unrebuked greed of 
the average individual." 
But 


since then a more striking in- 
stance has been given by our own 
Denis Kearney, erstwhile leader 
of the masses, the pestiferous 
demagogue of other days, but now 
a representative of the bloated 
bond-holder class against which 
he was wont to inveigh. 
With 


that fascinating effrontery which 
long ago distinguished him from 
the common herd, Denis tells us 
that he has unearthed a lawyer 
who is willing to go into court 
and sue for judicial repudiation 
of the will of Theodore Kearney, 
the Fresno millionaire, who be- 
queathed his estate to the Califor- 
nia University 
Denis candidly 


confesses that his only claim to 
the estate lies in the circumstance 
that he was the son of the million- 
aire's uncle. That is far more than 
Theodore Kearney would admit. 
Theodore Kearney unquestion- 
ably knew of the existence of 
Denis Kearney, but it is hardly 


probable that he ever dreamt that 
the blatant sandlot orator would 
ever put jn a claim to a -share of 
his estate. Of course there is no 
moral reason why Denis Kearney 
should obtain a share of Theodore 
Kearney's estate, even though 
they were distantly related. Such 
a contest as Denis intends to make 
is immoral in its essence, and is 
deserving of reprobation. 
In a 


community with a fine sense of 
honor no man would dare to in- 
voke judicial aid in the further- 
ance of such an unworthy pur- 
pose. 
But Denis doesn't know 


that he contemplates an action 
that bespeaks insensibility to de- 
cency and propriety. He knows 
he is not doing anything unique 
or anything to which public sen- 
timent is adverse. There is no 
prejudice in 
this 
community 


against setting up a claim to an 
estate in defiance of the wishes 
of the man by whom it was ac- 
cumulated and who was morally 
entitled to the privilege of devot- 
ing his wealth to the enrichment 
of a great public institution. So 
the contemplated suit has been 
treated by the press as a com- 
monplace piece of news. Indeed, 
the press, by its acquiescent tone, 
indicates that its sense of deli- 
cacy is not so keen as that of the 
coolie agitator, for even he took 
the precaution to explain apolo- 
getically that he was inspired, not 
by cupidity, but by paternal af- 
fection. 
He hopes to get the 


money, not for the son of Theo- 
dore Kearney's uncle, but for the 
children of the son of that uncle. 
—Town Talk.

PROMINENT CHICAGOAN 


GOES TO LAST REST 


CHICAGO, Aug. 18.—Captain 
John 


C. Nyman, the ma.n who superintendefl 
the construction of the Auditorium and 
the Washington Park race track, and 
who helped 
engineer 
one 
of "Old 


Hutch's" first corners on the Board ot 
Trade, is dead at his home, 507 Dear- 
born avenue. 


Captain Kyman was prominent in 


commercial circles in Chicago as far 
back as the forties when he ran the 
Grand 
Trunk Steamship Company, 


which carried freight between Chicago 
and other lake ports. He was one of 
the charter members of the Chicago 
Board of Trade and in 1857 cornered 
the corn market with John Lyon and 
"Old Hutch." 


In 1840 he married Anna May Ross, 


who survives him. Their three chil- 
dren—Jay, Fay and 
May—are dead, 


but there are five living grandchildren, 
all of them residents of Chicago. 


SBAFOHD, Delaware, Aug. 18.—As 


the Influx of negroes here from Mary- 
land and vicinity continues, a riot Is 
brewing and every strange negro 
being run out of town. 


The trouble started over -a strange 


negro striking a white boy. The cit- 
izens, becoming alarmed, formed Into 
a small army an<3 began running down 
and beating negroes. 


John Walker was caugrht and beat- 
en into insensibility; Joseph Selby, 
another 
negro, was knocked down 
with a plank and kicked into the street 
and the lockup Is filled and a tem- 
porary Jail has been provided to lock 
up more negroes. 


It was evident tonight that there 
was going to be trouble and the town 
council immediately put on aa extra 
force of policeman but It Is thought 
this Is not enough to slop the turbu- 
lent negroes. 


Theodore Short, a young white man, 
was attacked and terribly beaten by 
the negroes. Merchants were compell- 
ed to close their stores, fearing at- 
tacks. 
To add to the horror of the 


situation the electric lights went out 
at 9 o'clock. Pistol shots were heard 
in 
all 
directions and razors and 


knives v.-ere seen glittering In every 
negro's hand. It Is feared serious re- 
sults will follow before morning.

SPRINGFIELD, 111., Aug. 18.—Bank 


Examiner Jones, in his report to the 
auditor of public accounts on the Mil- 
waukee Avenue State bank of Chicago, 
which was received by the auditor to- 
day, estimates the total defalcation 
through the manipulation of the aflairs 
of the bank by President Stensland to 
be $1,000,000 and' possibly more. 
He 


says the closing of the bank was the 
consummation of a career the most le- 
markable, in his opinion, the most 
conspicuous in the history of banking.

county. 


Quayle Is recognized as one of the 


most 
expert 
entomologists 
In 
the 


country 
He has accepted a call to an 


Important post In an Iowa Institution, 
but before leaving prepared an ex- 
haustive bulletin on the mosquito fight 
which he waged, with hl» university 
crew, against the pest of mosquitoes 
at San Mateo. The university man 
•was successful, apparently, to a great 
extent, and other communities, mos- 
quito ridden, may be expected to find 
directions In his bulletin for similar 
campaigns against the winged plague 


APPEALS FOR AID. 


The BurUngame Improvement club 


appealed to the university in the 
spring of 1804 for help in fighting mos- 
quitoes, which were regarded as In- 
tolerable in the vicinity 
Professor 


Quayle made a brief examination of 
the territory and decided that the 
mosquito giving 96 per cent cf the 
trouble was a species that bred In 


tatnty prove as effective in the build- 
lay up of the district as the canneries 
located at Hayward and Ban Leandro 
have been for those towns.

PROFESSOR TALKS. 


Professor Quayle tells of the work 


as follows. 


The territory Involved In the pres- 


ent campaign Is Included In the upper 
portion of the San Francisco penin- 
sula, extending from South San Fran- 
cisco on the north to San Mateo on th* 
south, a distance of about 10 miles. 
The average width of the peninsula 
here is 10 or 15 miles 
Beginning near 


South San Francisco, on the bay side, 
and extending well across the penin- 
sula, about parallel with the ofnet 
chains, Is a ridge of 1000 to 1800 feet, 
which is known as the San Bruno 
mountains 
This, together wtto the 


other two ridges. Incloses a low area 
or depression not more than 300 feet 
in elevation, and it Is through this 
draw that many of the winds come 
from the ocean and are diverted by the 
San Bruno 
mountains toward 
the 


southward along the bay shore 
In 


addition to this the winds entering the 
Golden Gate are spread to the north 
and south along the bay, and It is from 
these two sources that most of the 
winds of the territory find their way 
from the ocean

fully confirmed this conclusion. 


FUTURE V/AR. 


"It is, of course, impossible to cover 


all of the ground completely In a sin- 
gle season, and while no breeding place 
on the marsh escaped us this year, new 
ones are likely to appear In the fu- 
ture, so that the territory should be 
gone over for two or three years, or 
until every possible breeding place Is 
rendered safe 
The large tidal creeks 


opposite San Mateo harbored mosquito 
larvae during the past season, and are 
.Ikely to give trouble again next year. 
Mosquitoes from this breeding ground, 
however, may not get as far north as 
Burllngame, but 
they will certainly 


reach San Mateo, which Is just oppo- 
site. 
EUCALYPTUS VS. MOSQUITOES. 


"It Is recorded In some books, and 


we have heard It stated on two or 
three different occasions during the 
past .year by physicians, in lecturing 
on mosquitoes and disease, that the 
eucalyptus tree is effective as a re- 
pellent, and that where these trees 


no mosquitoes will be found. In 


the Burllngame section all of the nu- 
merous winding avenues are lined with 
eucalyptus; there are eucalyptus along 
the highways, and there are groves of 
eucalyptus, yet, where these trees are 
most abundant it might be said that 
the mosquitoes are most numerous 


'"During the summer of 1904 we cap- 


tured in nve minutes' sweeping under 
eucalyptus rees, a pint cup full of mos- 
quitoes] 
Coyote Point, on the bay 


shore, has long been known by the res- 
idents in the neighborhood as a fa- 
mous place for mosquitoes, 
Indeed, 


the construction of a hotel at this 
point which has been under contem- 
plation for some time is said to have 
been abandoned because of the abund- 
ance of mosquitoes, yet this point is 
covered 
with 
eucalyptus trees 
It 


should not be understood from what 
has been stated that the eucalyptus 
tree attracts mosquitoes 
It does this 


only in so far as It affords shelter, and 
other trees will do this as well, In- 
deed much better, as for example the 
Monterey cypress with Its denser fol- 
iage, which Is so common In this sec- 
tion. So far as the experience in this 
locality is worth anything, people 
need not entertain very high hopes of 
the 
mosquito 
pest 
disappearing 


through the planting of the eucalyptus 
tree. 


FREEDOM ULTIMATELY. 


"The ultimate results of such a war- 


fare against mosquitoes can hardly be 
realized Before the campaign was well 
started, It had a direct Influence upon 
the real estate of the district, and 
many people were Induced to locate 
In the territory largely on the basis 
that the mosquito nuisance was solv- 
ed 
This region is essentially a coun- 


try of homes, and many of the people 
of wealth, having their business In- 
terests In San Francisco, come here to 
live during the summer. They come 
here In order that they may live out 
of doors, and with hordes of hungry 
mosquitoes waiting to devour them, 
as was the case in previous years, the 
desirability of inaugurating a warfare 
against the pests can at once be appre- 
ciated."

WORKMEN MAKE 


QUEER DISCOVERY 


PARIS, Aug. 18.— A remarkable dis- 


covery has Just been made by some 
workmen engaged In excavating on a 
private property about forty-five miles 
southwest of Kairouan in Tunis. They 
have laid bare four rooms paved with 
magnlflclent mosaics In a perfect state 
of preservation. 


The first room floor Is laid out in a 


geometrical design, and is of 'very great 
Interest. 
The second room, which is 


the most Important, is elliptical In 
shape, the mosaic work being in a re- 
markable state of preservation. There 
are three figures surrounded by an or- 
namental framework of palm leaves. 
In the center alts a winged genl hold- 
Ing a palm In one hand. The branch 
rests upon the floor between his knees 
and extends some distance above his 
head. Before him is a table on which 
reata a large vase. He is dressed In 
a red toga, his arms are bare, and 
ornamented with bracelets. Beside him 
stands a -figure of Minerva, leaning 
against a lance, which she holds with 
her left hand; with the right, .which is 
posed upon her hip, sha holds up the 
drapery of her garment. 


At her feet a shield Is leaning against 


the table. She wears a red tunic and a 
blue cloak. The arms and wflsta are 
ornamented with bracelets. 


To the left is a short, thick set figure 


of a nude man. In his left hand he 


; carries a stick, and with the right he 
drapes about his loins a blue scarf 
which hangs from his shoulders. 


The third and the fourth 
rooms 


have designs representing Cupids with 
wreaths of flowers, and divers animals. 


The discovery Is considered of great 


archaeological value, and will be pho- 
tographed as oon as the work is suffi- 
ciently advanced to permit of its be- 
ing done.

has taken to kite-flying. He has been 
trying his new aeroplane, but has not 
had much luck. The first time he took 
It out, he attached it to his balloon 
with the intention of towing It around 
In the air to see how It was going to 
work. 


The thing refused 
to leave the 


ground, where it trailed along for a 
couple of hundred yards, when Santos 
got disgusted and took It back to the 
shed, saying he hadn't room to move 
around where he was and

wouldn't take the aeroplane out again 
till he could find a 'better place for his 
experiment. 


A couple of days later he took the 


aeroplane out to the Bois de Boulogne. 
This time he got nicely started and 
was sailing along like a bird when the 
park guard spied him and shouted, 
"Hi, come down out of the sky over my 
grass or 111 have you arrested."

dred yards the aeroplane came down

to their quarters. It Is not considwe 
proper for a, widow to mary again. In 
the higher classes a widow is ex 
pected to wear mourning and wee 
for her departed lord all her life. 


"When evening arrives, the raen 


desert the streets and then the women 
are permitted to take their walks 
abroad. 
At 9 o'clock during the sum- 


mer, and earlier in winter, the city 
gates are closed, and every man must 
hasten to his home, 
for 
then 
the 


streets are given over to the women 
for recreation and promenading. 


"If a man should be late in reaching 


his home, and happens to 
meet 
a 


woman, he must cover his face with 
a fan until she passes." . 


A substantial monograph might be 


written upon Korean hats. There are 
different kinds of headgear for every 
rank, every calling ana almost every 
stage of life. 


Soldiers have * horsehair bats tied 


with ribbons of many colors; a gov- 
rnor has a sort of miter of Iglt 
paste board; every grade of offlcla.' 
wears a different variety of headpiece. 
mperlal servants have a bamboo built 
trueture, ornamented with a great 
bunch of artificial flowers; monks are 
covered with rush .matting-. 


There is the hat of the bridegroom, 


he hat of the man of family, of the 
mourner, 
the 
peddler, 
the 
bullock 


driver, the chairman and the messen- 
ger. 


Wealthy married men wear hats of 


flue black horehalr, and one of these 
may cost as much as 112. The bride- 
groom dons a yellow straw affair; the 
peddler and the mourner wear bead 
coverings of bleached straw. 


It is a curious fact that while Korea 


Is so near both China and Japan, um- 
brellas have found no 
lodgment 
in 


that country. When it rains all the 
men who can afford such extra pro- 
tection, wear coats and hats of oiled 
paper, and upon their feet are tall 
wooden clogs that lift them above the 
mud. 
Women appear with a frame- 


work of bamboo about their heads, 
covered with oiled paper. 


Korean dress in 
summer 
consists 


principally of a white cotton jacket 
or long coat and trousers. 
Men of 


wealth wear over this robes of trans- 
parent silk gauze, the number of such 
robes being determined by the season 


Dark colors prevail in winter, and 


all coats and robes are padded. 
The 


Korean likes a great number of gar- 
ment! In cold weather; as 
winter 


draws on he adds one coat or robe to 
another, until by the middle of the 
season he is usually a shapeless mass 
of silk and cotton. 


The lower class, as a rule, dress in 


white. The farmer and the trader ar< 
rarely seen without the long whit 
coat.

After a 


nuptial 
agreement 
is 
signed, 
the 


bride's veil is removed, and then, per- 
haps, her husband looks upon her face 
for the first time. 


For several days after the ceremony 


the 
bride, in order to show good 


breeding, 
must 
maintain 
absolute 


silence. She must not even reply to 
anything that her husband may say, 
and must not permit herself to be 
trapped into speech. 


Generally the bride goes to live with 


her husband's parents, and virtually 
becomes the slave of her mother-in- 
law—of which the 
Korean 
specimen 


Is considered the worst in the world. 


The girl chosen by the crown prince 


will be iu little better position than 
any other married 
woman 
of 
the 


country, except that she will have no 
mother-in-law—the emperor being 
a 


widower—and will probably, in time, 
have the title of empress. 
But even

leges in the queer hermit kingdom. 


Cash Value of Human Life Has a Wide Range 


With the exception of human life the 


law of supply and demand daily set- 
tles the value ir. dollars and cents of 
every product of the earth and its in- 
habitants. 


The cash value of a man. according 


to the ideas of judges and jurists who 
have been intrusted with the responsi- 
bility of determining such values, has 
ranged, writes Wlnsrove Bathon in 
the Philadelphia Pu-blic Ledger 
six 


cents to $100,000, the latter case being 
that of the verdict awarded to Mrs. 
Jennie Lays, widow of the superin- 
tendent of a. large Xew York dry goods 
store, by the Supreme Court of New 
York because of the death of her hus- 
band in the Park avenue tunnel dis- 
aster. That was the largest sum ever 
awarded in any country in a suit for 
damages for death. 
In addition the 


verdict carried with ft interest from 
the date of the wreck and a fee of 
32000 for counsel. The man who was 
valued at only six cents was Jam?s 
F. McQuade, killed while riding on a 
New York trolley car in 1901. There 
was another case, that of the heirs of 
tin. Caroline Tracey, killed by a New 


York street 
six cents.

VAGARIES OF JURIES. 


The vagaries of juries in deciding 


the cash value of human life are more 
or less well known. If the plaintiff Is 
the widow of a laboring man, suing 
for the loss of a^husband's support, If 
she be ugly, ill-dressed, poorly coun- 
seled, confused and excited, six times 
out of twelve, provided there are no pe- 
culiarly unpleasant features about his 
death beneath a trolley car or a falling 
building, she is granted a verdict 
which, in effect, Is the result of a jury- 
man saying to his colleagues. "Oh, 
well, let's give her a few thousand dol- 
lars. This case has taken, a long time. 
I'm tired of It." 


On the other hand, if the complain- 


ant, a widow, is 'beautiful, calm, well 
counseled, if she alludes in her testi- 
mony more to the loss of her husband's 
love than to his services in supporting 
her; if she drops one little, little tear 
at the precisely necessary moment, 
nine times out of twelve she is granted 
a verdict which, in effect, Is the result 
of some juryman remarking to his fel- 


lows; 
"It's a shame the way these 


corporations 
disregard 
the 
sacred 


rlg-hts of individuals. I, for one, shall 
never consent to anything but a ver- 
diet for the full amount. Let us assert 
ourselves. Let us s>l.ow them that we 
are not to be killed off at their pleas- 
ure. I vote for the amount asked." 


Out from the east—from Portland, 


Me—comes a new wise man, Erastus 
Eugene Holt, A. M., M. D., LL. D., of 
the University of Maine, who, in the 
hope that he may help to solve the 
complex problem of the price of a man, 
has reduced to an exact science, by 
tables and

covering "exhibits" 


from A to almost Z, the normal earn- 
ing ability of the human body, based 
unon analysis which consider function- 


j al, technical and competing powers, 
[upon which analysis a person may be 


rated, and damages to his or her body 
from injury and disease -be decided up- 
on, and equitable indemnities fpr in- 
Jury or death be determined. 


Doctor Holt has not taken into ac- 


count the claim of a chemlsrt (with 
whose name present-day history has 
not charged itself) that the average 
human being is worth aiout $18,300 


from a chemical point of view, his cal- 
culations being based on the fact that 
the human body contains three pounds 
and thirteen ounces of calcium, that 
metal being worth $300 an ounce. 


ECONOMIC VALUE OF MAN. 


These for some time were the high- 


est figures ever made as to the value 
of a man, but as they carried with 
them no process for such ore refining, 
no method of getting at this hidden 
wealth, it was left to Doctor Holt to 
busy himself with the physical, if not 
the chemical and metallurgical eco- 
nomics of the human -body, and he 
proves—or at least he did prove to the 
Ophthalmologic Section of the Ameri- 
can Medical Association in Boston the 
other day—judges and juries to the 
contrary notwithstanding, that in the 
laboring: man's class a. boy of 10 years 
o^ age is worth in dollars and cents 
the sum of $2601.62; that at 15 years 
he is worth $4263,66; at 25. $5488.03, 
and from that time on his value de- 
creases until at 70 years of age he is 
worth only J17.13, or. .n other words, 
that he becomes a tax and drawback 


on the community to the extent of 
$872.84. 


Doctor Holt proves in Exhibits A to 


Z that a professional man at 25 years 
of age has an economic value of 525,- 
S98.94, and that his highest value -is at 
the age of 40. when he Is worth the 
sum of $29,344.68. Doctor Holt looks 
forward to the time when he and Doc- 
tor Osier will be drawbacks on the

capital in bank. - 


BISHOP POTTER'* ESTIMATE.

"Glenn Pool" oil district, which 
is giving her an income such as 
only millionaires can have. There 
are three oil wells on her land, 
each of which is producing 1000 
barrels of oil per day, and each 
i'f which is capable of having its 
daily capacity doubled. 


It is the announced intention of 


the company that has leased her 
land to* put down seven more 
wells. 
If they each produce as 


much as those already drilled, and 
there is no reason to doubt it, 
her royalty of one-eighth of the 
entire amount produced at 52 
cents per barrel, the present 
market price of oil. will give her 
n daily income of $650, or an an- 
nual income of 5237,000. 
At 5 


nc: cent that amount would be 
the interest on a capital of near- 
ly 55.000,000. 


Under the lease which Isabel 


Lewis has granted to the oper- 
;.'.rrs who have leased her land, 
and which was approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior, the oil 
which is her daily share is turned 
.into the pipe line and the money 


it represents is at once placed to ' 
her credit. 


When one considers the vast 


amount of money which will be 
absolutely under the control of 
this little negro girl to invest or 
spend as she pleases when she 
becomes of legal age, it would be 
a queer freak if she should take 
it in her head to buy or build a 
great mansion on Fifth avenue, 
New York, among the homes of 
the exclusive rich. 
Herself a 


negro, and her father an ex-slave, 
who could prevent her from tak- 
ing the place to which her wealth 
would entitle her? 


Josephine 
Morrison, another 


little negro girl 12 years of age, 
the daughter of a Creek freed- 
man, has a.n allotment of 160 
acres in the oil producing dis- 
trict, surrounded on all sides by- 
flowing wells. The Morrison girl 
has her tract leased on a royalty 
of one-eighth of all oil produced. 
The lessees of this grant intend 
to drill at least twenty wells as 
fast as the oil can be taken 
care of. 


The father of the Morrison 


girl, as well as the father of the 
Lewis girl, has been appointed 
guardian of his daughter. The 
guardianship, however, is only 
nominal, for the reason thaf ev- 
ery act of the guardians must be

The oil district known as 


-he "Glenn Pool" is, without 
loubt, the greatest find of high- 
,-rade oil ever discovered in the 
vorld. The first well in the dis- 
rict was put down by two pros- 
.ectors who at the time they 
truck oil, were at that time se- 
;ously contemplating a prospect 


i" walking out of town in disgust. 
There have been forty-seven 


veils drilled in the district. Two 
A these are gas producers, three 


are dry, and forty-two are pro-i 
ducing from 500 to 1500 barrels 
of high-grade oil* per day. This, 
too, with the wells drilled only 
to the top of the principal oil 
sand, which the first drilling 
showed to be about 100 feet 
thick. Of the forty-two wells pro- 
ducing, over thirty have been 
drilled in the last three or four 
weeks, and all, with the excep- 
tion of one or two, in the last 
two or three months.

An oil 
company is now building into the 
field a pipe line with a capacity 
greater than ever before laid 
down to a new district. This is 
being done while the individual 
producers seem to be belittling 
the volume of their production.

"Glenn 'Pool" is owned by Creek 
Indians and their former slaves 
who could not lease the land un- 
til it had been approved by the 
Secretary of the Interior. 
That 


such leases have since been ob- 
tained and approved by the Sec- 
retary since the discovery of oil 
is evidenced by the activity of 
the operators in the field within 


the last few weeks. 


The most fortunate of all the 


owners of land in this oil dis- 
trict are Mrs. R. J. Glenn and her 
daughters Gracie and Maud, each 
of whom has 160 acres in the 
very heart of the district. 
Oil 


was first discovered on Mrs. 
Glenn's tract. It contains today 
several flowing wells which pro- 
duce an amount of oil sufficient 
at present oil prices to give her a 
daily income of $286, or an an- 
nual income of over $100,000. Her 
income, enormous as it is, will, 
of course, be rapidly increased aa 
wells are drilled on her land.

of culture, but remarkably beau- 
tiful as well. She would not con-1 
sent to have her photograph tak- 
en for publicaiton, nor would she 
consent to have those of her 
daughters taken until 
it was 


pointed out to her how much the 
public would be interested irt see- 
ing the photographs of girls who 
their great wealth.

But take what precautions they may

Within a stone's throw of the house 
where the powder is dried and where 
the fulminate is mixed is the dwelling 
of Mrs. John Doehrer, She has lived 
there sixteen years, 
coming to the 


iiirigliLoriiood when much of the ground 
now occupied by the company 
was 


nothing but a park. It is only within 
a year that the two powder houses 
were established on this side of the 
small lake close to her residence. 


"Am 1 frightened?" she exclaimed, 


"I scarcely dare to go to sleep at night. 
I have a daughter eighteen' years oid, 
and I don't dare to allow her to live 
here with me" She has a room across 
the city, and she doesn't care to come 
for even a call. 
I have seen a good 


many explosions, and have had all my 
windows shattered 
by 
them, but I 


can't seem to get used to it." 


"Why is it that you continue to live 


here?" 


1 "Because it is my home. 
We have 


built up our little place so it 'suits 
us and have no other place to go. The 
company has offered t'j buy the bouse, 
but I hate to give it un. 
When we 


bought it - it was scarcely more than 
a hut and we have been sixteen years 
in making it over. 'There is no other 
place where we couKl go and enjoy 
what we have here Tor the same price."

Samuel Novack, who has a small 


grocery store, said his n ife has been 
sick ever since the last explosion, May 
14.

When all the buildings

The black powder is kept in a store- 


house some three miles away, and is 
brought into town early every moqn- 
ing, and stored in houses which are 
surrounded by high dirt banks. Ex- 
treme care is taken and every precau- 
tion used in handling this, but still 
from time to time these magazines ex- 
plode. It was not long ago that the 
large storage, place itself exploded and 
broke windows as far away as New 
Haven. This place was surrounded by 
a high fence, and not even a watch- 
man . is allowed inside the building, 
but still it exploded. 


The attempt is made to have within 


the factory itself, only sufficient pow- 


der to last for the flay. Boys carry 
the powder in pound cans from the 
magazines to the loading machine*, 
and no workman is allowed to have * 
fresh can until the last is used up. An 
experiment is low -being made to haT« 
the powder conveyed' in 
pneumatic 


tubes, to do av.-ay even -with the slight 
danger which conies from carrying: K 
by hand.
